To luch reasoning as this we oil know 
haw the late (in t.iun.i Gikf. used tu 
teply — that the dinnnuthed land sales 
wrre tu be ascribed, not in the increued 
price, hut tu thr griirral niHilventy of the 
coluay. 1 he dogma ha. been met times 
Wllhuut n umbel ; but never via. it uiort 
Iriuriipbanlly eajiosed than tu the piesenl 
deport. If the premkiil iiiKilveiicy had 
alone su seriously crippled the Irani c iu 
land, i I must, in at lrast snnte correspund- 
ing proportion, have tnpplrd all other 
traffic, llut official retuttii ihow that ia 
Ihe same interval of wide spread tin bar - 
raasihrul, all other branche. uf buying 
and selling had kept pate with the ad- 
vance of population. " Our eiports, our 
ahipping, our circulating niedium, add 
our population, have doubted, while the 
ptnceedi uf tale by auctiun [other than 
those uf land ] hare inrremtd Qnt-ftmrtA s" 
and yet, wiihm the self -same period, " the 
praceeds of tales of land hme ireerraieo' 
ty wore Mon thrrr-fauttAi.- IhUI, 
rrgut the L'omriiittre, " while every other 
branch of itniujti y is carried on with thr 
g eaten activity and surcesa, the selt'e- 
ment uf the country, lo which tliey 
ought 10 be [uxiiilrrrd u subsidiary, 
stand, still, and th* mind J« astonished 
by ihe anomalous sjieclaclr of a colony 
active, enterprising, and energetic in all

'1 he Report proceed, to show, that the 
impolicy of Q-overnuie nl, in tiling tin pi- 
IraVagant price upon land, h&j at once 
injured the revenue, repelled the influx of 
capital, discouraged agriculture, and, by 
unduly stimulating pastoral pursuits, ag- 
gravated that tend* ncy to dispemon which 
the high price was avowedly designed lu 
counteract. All ihtse consequences are 
nut asserted and desenbtd only, though 
asserted with a buldnesj and described 
with an elotiuenet which are the natural 
characteristics of truth.-but jirocW. Al 
every ulep the Committee ate strong in 
the goodness uf their cause, and in the 
completeness of their evidence. 

On the sadly mitundrrftood and Ml- 
uied doctiine of concentration, the 
Ueporl lays it down as an axiom, 
that " Ihe true policy ii neither to 
stimulate nor check that tendency to dit- 
per.ion which I. ike natural preevrior of 
that stale vf society iu which the ten- 
dency to concentration arises.' I intend of 
conforming to this rule, the (iovemrntrtt, 
"in its anxiety In conceiilr&lr the popu- 
lation, has placed a price on land which 
rendered il iiupumible for thole who occu- 
pied it, Id occupy ai yurehateei. The oc- 
rupalioi) has been ronceded , the projirie- 
tuishij. hin bee n withheld .■ and thus has 
the industry uf the colony been forced 
into the channel most consistent with oc- 
cupnltun without title, and ihe policy 
. which ambitiously aimed at forcing the 
colonists prematurely lo become village ra 
and agriculturists, his resulted in com- 
pelling them to became shepherdi »ud 
herdsmen." 

But the Cummilke do nut charge the 
land policy uiion mere errors of judg- 
ment. They like a bolder a And, and 
strike a more determined blow. They 
hesitate not to repvosch the Hritiih (iu- 
vernnient with the culpable weakness 
of succumbing to the crafty 
schemes of the South Australian specula- 
tors. " It was not ivith a view tu the wel- 
fare of New South Wales, but of South 
Australia, thai this ubuoiiom law waa 
passed." The tting of this reproach is in 
ilt until— and its truth is nolo rioo. -and 
ihe notoriety of the truth adds exaspera- 
tion lo our general discontent — and this 
discontent wai never more powerfully or 
mure faithfully uttered lhau in the Report 
before us.
